At the Supreme Cotirt this sorting 


the Chief Justice, Sir Atholl Macgre— 


gor, gave judgment in favour of Mr. 
G. E. Ahwee, plaintiff in a civil ac- 
tion against the Hong Kobg 
Supply Co., Ltd, om ali points and 
‘dismissed the counter claim for dam- 
ages with costs. 

His Lordship said he would give the 
reasons for his judgment. in writing 
later and would say without hesita- 
tion that not-one of the four points 
of alleged misconduct brought by the 
defence, three of which were with- 
drawn,—had any scintilla of truth as 
foundation. The only allegation of 
breach of duty was when employed 
by defendants and for his personal 
gain he, plaintiff, had diverted part 
of the milk to other sourtes. | When 
two farmers, witnesses who are put 
in good faith, say that they signed a 
paper denying the sale and then say 
&t was a tissue of Ties then they can-~ 
not be relied upor. 

After dismissing the counter claim 
with costs His lordship ordered re- 
possession of Iand and _ premises, 
granted mesne profits at $300 a nronth 
awarded $11,500 for sale of cattle and 
general damages $20,000. 

An injunction restraining defendants 
from using the trade name “Kowloon 
Dairy” and trade mark was issued. 

Plaintiffs were also granted costs 
and immediate execution. 

SOLE POINT OF MISCONDUCT

enemy. That is not to say that the 
League at Geneva cannot find, and re- 
commend, substantial ways of helping 
Finland.

GRIM STORY TOLD 
BY SOLE SURVIVOR 
OF BRUTAL ATTACK

tary of Navy. 
' He explained that it was not in- 
tended politically to change the size 
of two 45,000-ton battleships for which 
-funds have been requested, “but if it 
takes 50,000 tons to carry the guns 
and armour of a battleship ‘All right,’ 
I say’.” 

Similarly it would be folly to weak- 
en a heavy cruiser by restricting it to 
10,000 tons if 14,000 tons would make 
it better. 

The naval programme recommends 
the construction of 77 warships as well 
as ’planes and auxiliary vessels. 

The House Committee, however, is 
considered a two-year programme 
providing only 21 new warships. 

Mr. Edison declares that the Navy's 
realization of the situation in 1940 
made them believe that: they should 
‘start building as promptly, as fast and 
in as great a volume as practicable. —

William J. Flynn, the late chief of 
the United States Secret Service, had 
many triumphs to his credit, but one 
of his most brilliant jobs was in 
solving the Sullivan St. Mystery. — 

Some years ago officials of the 
Government found that $2. internal 
revenue stamps were being circulated 
on a large scale. It meant a loss of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars and 
it, was imperative that it should be 
halted and if possible the gang broken 
up. 
Chief Flynn made a minute ex- 
amination of the counterfeit stamps 
and finally got a tiny clue. The al- 
most perfect stamps had one flaw. 
The paper on which they were printed 
had an excessive gloss. 

The detective and his assistants 
made a tour of all the paper houses 
of New York and vicinity. Flynn 
found the house where the paper was 
made. It seems that the last of it— 
an odd lot—had been sold to an Italian 
about a month before. Sold at a bar- 
gain, but it proved to be a_ sorry 
bargain for the purchaser. The pa- 
per had been delivered to a printing 
shop “sOmewhere on Sullivan St.” 

“HE PLAYED A HUNCH
